STOCKTON, April 19.—A most de­ 
liberate wife murder was committed 
this noon at the Poverty Bar Distillery, 
about three miles above Comanche, 
on the Mokelume river, the probrietor 
of the distillery, Joseph Hubert, being 
the murderer. As near as can be as­ 
certained, the killing was the result of 
long-continued 
quarreling 
between 
husband and wife, and the only excuse 
that the murderer offers is that he 
thought his wife was making an at­ 
tempt to poison him. 


Hubert has been a drinking man all 
his life and by many he has been con­ 
sidered crazy. His constant state of 
inebriety has been the cause of much 
family discord. 
The neighbors report 
that he has repeatedly threatened his 
wife's life. 


This noon she had prepared dinner 
for him, and when she heard him com­ 
ing

plate of soup from the kitchen and 
set it down on the dining room table 1 
starting back to the kitchen^ imme­ 
diately. 
Hubert came into the room 
and seeing the movement of the soup 
in the plate, as his wife had just let it 
down, he conceived the idea that she 
was trying to poison him.

There will be no difficulty in supplying 


ail the ties that will be needed, and we 


" can build freight cars without any 
trouble; but when it comes to locomo­ 
tives it is a different matter. 
So far 
as we are advised the only locomotive 
building plant is in the shops of the 
'Central Pacific Railroad Company at 
Sacramento, and even that company 
buys more locomotives than it builds 
Probably, then, the Valley Road will 
hare to draw on the East for its origi­ 
nal supply of locomotive engines, but 
h does not follow that it will have to 
be done forever. 
We have demon­ 
strated our ability to build marine and 
stationary engines of the first class, and 
a locomotive engine certainly presents 
no question of special difficulty. 


Let it be suggested, then, that inas­ 
much as the Valley Road is a certainty, 
and that its success will be followed by 
the* building of roads elsewhere in the 
§tate, it might pay some of our great 
foundaries and machine shops to look 
;into:the matter of procuring and in 
-stalling a locomotive-building plant, 
£voy such industry must have a be 
ginningsoroetime, and just now would 
seem to be an auspicious moment for 
the opening of a new avenue of in 
dustry. 


If San Francisco could build locomo­ 
tives we ought to be able to supply not 
only California, Oregon, Arizona and 


New Mexjco, but Mexico and Central 
America as well, and in time the west 
coast of South America, and portions, 
at least, of Australia and New Zea­ 
land. 
We can see no reason why the 
question is not worth investigation and 
study. There are industrial difficulties 


po doubt, which it would require ex 
pelts to determine and remove, but 


we commend the examination of the 
subject to those who understand it, on 
the ground that the more railroad ma­ 
chinery and appliances we can make 
here the better it will be for ourselves 
and the better the chances to reach 
out and secure foreign buyers for such 
California products.—S. F. Chronicle.

S o m e T h i n s * W o r t h Knowing;. 


There are a few things which are very 
handy to have about, and which, in first 
class cookery, are really indispensable. 
Such things as little paper cases, casso­ 
lettes, coqullles—or imitation oyster shells 
—these latter are very dainty for serving 
morsels and making them look very appe­ 
tizing. 
The little paper cases are easily 
made from white note paper, plaited and 
pressed together, using two tumblers for 
the purpose. 
Another thing never to be 
without is broad raspings. 
All crusts of 
bread should be baked dry and brown, 
'.hen crushed and ground quite fine. One 
always requires these for rissoles, cutlets, 
etc., and it is such a waste of tirao to have 
to make them on evory occasion. 


What Is the difference between entree 
and entremetf One Is served before tho 
principal joint; the other after It.

entrees are chiefly hot, savory, often rich 
dishes, while the entremets are lighter in 
character, sometimes cold, very frequently 
made from vegetables or oggs or fruit.

This does not make a very palatable 
dish, but it gives very satisfactory results. 
A sewing machine that seems to get out of 
order without cause is probably dirty and 
will fail to give satisfaction until thor­ 
oughly cleaned. If the works are set care­ 
fully into a boiler of boiling hot soapsuds 
they may be quickly cleaned with little 
trouble. Add a teaspoonful of ammonia 
to a pall of the suds and let the machine 
works stand In this until the dirt is re 
moved. 
Then lift out and dry thoroughly 
with a woolen cloth and set it in a warm 
place until every particle of dampness is 
removed. 
Now set it on the stand, oil 
every part, adjust the belt, and the ma­ 
chine will run like a new one. Old clocks 
that have seemed to outlive their useful­ 
ness may be treated In this manner, and a 
thorough boiling will often cleanse the 
works and give them a new lease of useful- 
-Kansas City Star.

C o n v e n i e n t Costume. 


Some women deprive themselves of the 
pleasure of riding a bicycle on account of 
the awkward appearanoe presented by a 
good many feminine riders, especially those 
who go along with knees rising and fall­ 
ing laboriously. They fear that they may 
commit the same faults, not knowing that 
the ungraceful exhibition is simply the re­ 
sult of one thing—Ignorance concerning 
the choice of a bicycle. 


If a woman wore about to mount a horse, 
one of tho first things to which she would 
give her attention would be to the length 
of the stirrup leather, which she would ad­ 
just to suit her stature; otherwise she 
would rise and fall in the saddle In too pro­ 
nounced a manner and her appearance 
would bo more or less unsightly. 
The 
proper adjustment of pedal and saddle In 
the case of the bicycle Is equally Important. 
Bicycles arc made in different heights from 
tho saddle to the pedal—namely, 81, 83, 
85, 89 Inches. If a woman with long legs 
has one of tho low machines, It will be al­ 
most impossible for her to ride with grace. 
In choosing a bicycle a woman should test 
it by Rlttlng on it while it is stationary 
and moving the pedal round with her foot. 
In this way sho can ascertain if the seat is 
too high or too low for her. 


When the pedal is at the lowest point, 
the foot should roach it comfortably, not 
so as to exert full foot pressure, but with 
about tho same pressure as tho toe gives tho 
stirrup when sitting at ease in the saddle 
or what It gives to the floor when in a 
comfortable rocker. It is not safe to have a 
pedal that tho foot cannot control all tho 
wuy 
r u u n d , while If tlio pedal does u u l 
give tho leg a full stretch tho result will be 
an ungainly jerking up of tho skirts. 


Tho length of the crank of tho pedal is 
even more important. In length the crank 
varies from 7 to 
Inches, making a dif­ 
ference of throe Inches in the rise and fall. 
As tho pedal revolvos It raises tho foot 
and knee just so much at each revolution, 
and if the elevation is too great an appear­ 
ance of awkwardness is produced. 
Apart 
from producing awkwardnoss, the long 
crank has other serious drawbacks. 


If a woman gets a bicycle with tho 
proper height of saddle and a moderately 
short crank, she may be a graceful ride If 
she will observe one rule—not to turn the 
knoe outward, but Inward, In pressing the 
foot down. 
That it Is natural to turn the 
knee out is demonstrated by the small boy, 
whoso-knoos waggle from sldo to side like 
governors .on an engine as he rides his bi­ 
cycle. With a woman this action stretches 
the skirts to their utmost width and causes 
a very bad showing from behind and from 
the front. 
It will be found that there Is 
much less fatigue from the Inward stroke 
than from the outward, as the pressure 
Is more direct and with less friction. 


There is no royal road to learning to rido 
the modern safety. 
It is largely a matter 
of confidence. Some women will learn In 
an hour and others In a week. Where it 
is practicable it is best to go to one of the 
schools and take a lesson or two from a 
competent instructor. 
If this cannot bo 
done, the next best plan is to mount the 
machine near a wall or board fence where 
there is a slight incline, and holding the 
handle with one hand and fending along 
the wall with the other move along until 
confidence is attained. 
The reason why 
tho wall is advocated rather than a friend 
with a strong arm Is that If the friend Is a 
male he will Insist on being at tho side of 
the learner so as to bo ready to receive her 
in his arms when she is about to fall. The 
prettier tho girl is the more he will adhere 
to this line of conduct. 
So long as the 
support Is in full view the rider can soe , 
what assistance is given, and she gets rat- I 
tied tho moment she sees it withdrawn. 
The assistant should keep well to the rear 
and should support tho rider by holding 
the machine so thut the learner cannot tell 
when tho supporting hand Is withdrawn. 
In this way the correct balance is learned 
before the rider knows it. 


This is the reason why so many girls 
taught by friends are three times as long 
in learning to ride as those taught in 
schools, and even when expert seldom have 
the style of the school taught pupil. 
Miss 
Frances E. Wlllard, who is an enthusiastic 
rider, said recently that she had three 
teachers before she could master the wheel, 
and that it was only by the method last 
described she learned to ride. It took Lady 
Henry Somerset two months to learn to 
mount and ride, but by following the di­ 
rections here given any woman should be 
able to learn in six lessons of 80 minutes 
each. 


Here is a description of a costume for a 
woman to wear when bicycling. It In­ 
cludes a loose blouse waist and has a skirt 
made of some loosely webbed fabric which 
falls Into folds of Its own accord. The skirt 
Is gored to fit very close around the hips, 
while from just above the knee to the bot­ 
tom it is flared or widened. 
The hem is 
lightly weighted. This, it is claimed, does 
away with all display .of the ankles and th< 
ugly, cumbersome look from behind, which 
most of the proposed costumes have been 
found to possess in actual use. 
In walk­ 
ing It does not look unbecoming. Knick­ 
erbockers or full trousers may be worn un­ 
der it or not as desired. 


Given a properly fitting machine, rea­ 
sonable skill and a well cut skirt, there Is 
only one thing needed to make a woman 
ride a bioycle gracefully, and that is the 
limitation of speed. No woman should at­ 
tempt to ride more than about eight miles 
an hour on asphalt or more than six miles 
an hour on a macadamized road if she val­ 
ues her appearance. 
Her skirt must have 
time to fall and drape between the motions 
of the feet, and this cannot take place if a 
rapid action of the knees Is kept up. 
A 
well mounted woman, riding at a moder­ 
ate speed, is seldom seen, but when she is 
met with every one turns to look at her, 
and here is given the secret of her superior 
attractiveness. The woman should set the 
pace for her escort, not try to keep up with 
him.—New York Sun.

Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under $ 0 years of age, ox- 
cept^paupers, insane persons and Indiana, 
not-ta^ed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween tht first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
'dollar*. 


S B C . 
3 8 4 6 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Boll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
Who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of-bis deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a tine of $ 5 0 0 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

N. B. Lutes of Tlntn, 0., has depended 
entirely upon Hp reading to do all that 
any lawyer does tor his clients in oonrt 
and-ih everjtnhase of the praotioe of the 
law.

Thf Missouri Deaf Mote Record gives 
an aoeouni of a lady, who reads the lips of 
ministers and publlo speakers. Mr. Alex- 
snderJSunter of the United States land 
offloe In Washington Is, "deaf as an ad­ 
der." Though far from, perfeot In Up 
nadlng, he has read ISO words given out 
from the dictionary without making a 
mistake, fie has read the lips of Beecher 
and Booth almost faultlessly and has 
greatly enjoyed pulpit and platform ora­ 
tors and some of the groat actors, the 
ohief drawback In reading their lips being 
the shifting of their positions on the 
stage, so that their lips were at times In­ 
visible. .

This, while not exactly BBsthetio, was 
regarded as a bullet proof bit of logio with 
wbioh to adorn a worn an suffrage editorial, 
but "the best laid plans of mice and men 
gang aft aglee," and as the printer was 
not a suffragist he proceeded to put the 
hog in the woman's bosom, and when the 
paper came out and announced that 
1' there 
is a slumbering hog in every woman's 
bosom" those women called an editorial 
conclave, and eaoh woman tore her own 
hair. 


The greatest man on a woman's news­ 
paper is the printer. 
He edits the matter, 
counts up the feet in the poetry and re­ 
models it to suit his poetical brain, and 
he continually runs out of interrogation 
marks.
